Continued Cold 
Perpetual Emergency 
On Farm This Winter 


By Leo nard Hall 
I’ve alway s believed we Ozark - 
j ers were the only folk s lack adaisi- 
! cal enough to be “caught out” by 
| an early spell of winter weather. 
So it is a m atter for satisfaction to 
learn from down Maine way that 
even such a foresighted Yank ee 
farm er-w riter as John Gould can 
he tak en by surprise when an un­ 
invited snowstorm strik es. John 
admits to having his cider barrels 
| and bags of apples piled in the 
front y ard, ready for the annual 
trip to the cider mill, come Satur­ 
day . Not to mention his plow, cul­ 
tivators. sawrig, spray -tank . potato 
hiller and sundry other tools stand­ 
ing in the barny ard, preparatory 
to putting the disc harrow into the 
machine shed. You see, the harrow 
goes in first because it will be the 
last tool out nex t spring. But it 
was also the last tool to be used 
this autum n and so couldn’t be 
got in any earlier. 
I ex pect we’re in even worse 
shape than John. Not only did that 
big November blizzard catch us 
unaware; the weather has k ept 
tuned up ever since and farm life 
as a result has been a perpetual 
emergency . 
At least, thought Merle and I, 
we'll cut w’ood for the stoves and 
fireplace. We honed up the ax es, 
filed the woodsaw and took to the 
timber. But day s are short, what 
with feeding a hunch ed cattle night 
and morning, and the weather stay ­ 
ing so cold, we burned wood as 
fast as we cut it. Finally the ground 
dried enough to enable us to go 
back to manure-hauling. Things 
moved smoothly and load after 
load went out to the alfalfa fields. 
Then, simultaneously , it rained 
and the piston on the hy draulic 
loader jammed and must xo to the 
machine shop. But stiff winds dried 
out the ground so we put the high 
sideboards on the wagon and head­ 
ed for tlie cornfield. Now we B und 
that the long grass, which had 
crown in the fields during the end­ 
less week s of rain last sum m er 
when we couldn’t cultivate the 
corn, at last served a purpose. It 
formed a thick mat to k eep wagon 
and tractor from sink ing out of 
sight. So we slip-shuck ed a half- 
dozen loads and hauled them to 
tlu* crib before* the mercury plung­ 
ed to zero again. 
This put us to scratching our 
heads over another emergency , for 
which folk s up in Maine would 
have hi ;*n well prepared. Oui little 
house on the east side of the farm 
has no basement and a foundation 
of loose-laid rock which furnishes

floor We'd insulated them as best 
we cr aid, but w eren’t sure they

I weather, w hen hauling w ater from 
the pump in the y ard would be no 
fun. But Merle, who’d work ed in 
northern Iowa w here zero w eather 
is the rule, came up with an idea; 
and now we’ve insulated the whole 
foundation with a double-tiered 
lay er of bales of straw pack ed tight 
together. 
This doesn’t catch us up on the 
chores we’d hoped to have done 
when winter set in. Each day we 
must hik e to the pond to cut a 
hole in the ice so the cattle can get 
water; and once a day they trek 
out in single file, then loiter back 
to stand in the lee of the barn 
w here the wind 
doesn’t 
strik e. 
After this we load the wagon with 
baled hay for the y earling steers 
in the east pasture. During good 
weather we put their hay out on

Now it is time to rig the k erosene 
w ater heater in the stock w ater­ 
ing tank , a task we alway s put off 
until the last minute because, once 
started, it is a daily chore until 
the w eather break s.

Gould, we have tools to put away . 
T here’s the hay -loader standing in 
the barnlot. which must be hauled 
down across the creek to the only 
shed high enough to hold it. At the 
east barn are the tiller, disc and 
terracing blade which belong in 
the machine shed on tiiis side of 
the farm. There are 4000 m ulti­ 
flora roses delivered three week s 
ago and not y et heeled in because 
the ground has been too wet or 
else frozen tight.

Nex t y ear, of course, we aren’t 
going to be caught this way when 
winter strik es a full month early . 
I think we’ve learned, at last, that 
winter ALWAYS comes a month 
early in our valley . I’ve a brand- 
new appointment book for 1952 
and already I am Setting down in | 
it the deadlines for various task s. I 
Under Oct. 1, for ex ample, I’ve ! 
written, “Have all m anure hauled j 
out by fifteeth sure.” Under Oct. > 
15 is a note, “Last day to start, 
gathering corn.” And for 
Nov. 1, 
“Start cutting firewood and have 
barn ready to start feeding any 
day .” 
As I set clown these resolutions 
for a better y ear, Ginnie ask s, 
“Have y ou put out grain for the 
birds this w eek ?” 1 glance out the 
k itchen window and there sit the 
downy , 
hairy 
and 
red-bellied 
woodpeck ers, the cherry titmice, 
gray coated juncos, the Carolina 
wrens and the chick adees. All of 
them are peering ex pectantly to­ 
ward us. I down my last gulp of 
break fast coffee, pull on boots and 
snow.

Mississippi County farmers who 
wish to apply for membership in 
the ’52 club should remember that 
they have until April 15 to do so. 
Application forms may be secured 
at the Extension Office or from 
corn club committeemen in the 
various townships. Applicants are 
being urged to make plans to plant 
their corn thickly enough to pro­ 
duce 12,000 to 14.000 ears per acre, 
providing, of course, that the na­ 
tural supply of plant food in their 
soil plus that added in the form 
of commercial fertilizer if any, is 
sufficient, to produce IOO bushed 
of corn per acre. For growers of 
most hybrids this means 12.000 to 
14,000 stalks per acre. However, 
for multiple ear hybrids such as 
Dixie 33 that usually averages a- 
bout an ear and a half per stalk, 
the number of stalks per acre will 
have to be reduced accordingly. 
That it is hard to plant corn too 
thick, providing there is ample 
plant food, is illustrated by what 
Sam Jones told me last week. He 
said that in part of a heavy fer­ 
tilized field that had been an old 
feed lot covered with manure, lots 
of volunteer corn in 
addition to 
that which was planted, came up 
in the rows. There was one to three 
stalks per hill about a holes width 
apart, he said, making the corn 
too thick to be harvested with a
